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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: At first, it is noted that the final rejection mailed on 
06/05/2009 is based on the amendment filed on 03/09/2009 and thus the final rejection should be proper herein. There is no record of any 
Office Action dated March 24, 2009 as asserted by applicant. With respect to claims 1, 9 and 15, applicant argues Solomon does not 
disclose FET including a first gate dielectric having a first coefficient of thermal expansion and a first gate electrode having a second 
coefficient of thermal expansion, where the first gate electrode and the first gate dielectric are selected such that said second coefficient of 
thermal expansion is greater than said first coefficient of thermal expansion so as to cause an increase in carrier mobility in the channel 
because Solomon does not address whether the FET is an NFET or a PFET that determines the required relationship between the CTE of 
the gate electrode and the CTE of gate dielectric to cause an increase in carrier mobility in the channel. However, neither claim 1 nor 9 nor 
1 5 recites whether the FET must be an NFET or a PFET. More importantly, as stated in the Final Rejection, Solomon discloses the second 
coefficient of thermal expansion is greater than the first coefficient of thermal expansion and thus the difference in the first CTE and the 
second CTE inherently causes an increase in carrier mobility in the channel. See pages 2 and 3 of the Final Rejection dated 06/05/2009. In 
other words, Solomn discloses all the structures set forth in claims 1, 9 and 15. Since the rejection of base claims 1, 9 and 15 is proper , the 
rejection of dependent claims 3, 6, 10, 13, 19 and 21 still stands accordingly. 
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
